of Manila and surrounding provinces. 
Four Americans in Manila have. been 
Stricken to date, and there has been one 
death of an American, that of Charles 
Sheehan.

@eaths have been reported today. The 
Provinces report twenty-six cases and 
twenty-five deaths. The disease is one 
of the most deadly types. 
One Death Among Soldiers. 

The euburbs near Fort McKinley have 
been quarantined. There has been one 
death from cholera among the soldiers, 
that of a cook of company C, sixteenth 
infantry. The health bureau is making 
évery precaution to prevent the spread 
of the disease.

health officials do not look for an epl- 
edmic of great proportions.

The Last Outbreak. 

The last outbreak of cholera fn the 
Philippines occurred in August, 1805, 
when from Auguet 23 to October 14, 
713 cases ang 553 deaths were reported 
This outbreak was insignificant com- 
pared with that of 1902, when a total 
130,630 cases were reported and 82,- 
were known

955 to have oc- 
curred, 

During the «pldemic of 1902 the “popu- 
lation of many of the towns were heav- 
ily 'réduced through deaths and the flight, 
of panic-stricken people. Many ‘of the 
cead were left unburied for days in spite 
of the energetic steps taken by the gov- 
to the of 
disease, and to care for the sick. and 
dead, 

War Department Lacks Advices. 

Washington, July 3.—The war depart- 
meyt has. no dispatches from Manila in- 
Gicating that cholera is epidemic in tho 
Philippines, aJthough it has been known 
that it has existed in a mild form In 
parts of the islands. The last deaths 
from cholera reported were several 
mronths ago, when two sailors at [Tort 
McKinley died of that diséase. 

Cnolera in a light form is epidemic in 
the Philippines almost every year, but 
the sanitary education of the natives by 
the American authorities is gradually 
alleviating the conditions and the pre- 
cautions takem by the medical 
ties, based on past experience, 
gardéd as being equal to 
which may be placed upon them. 

The last complete monthly health re- 
port from.the Philippines which the bu- 
reau of insular affairs received was for 
December, 1905. This report, which was 
made by Dr. Victor G. Helser, the di- 
rector of health, says eight deaths from 
cholera were registered in that month in 
Manila, aM victims being Filipinos. 


Dr. Heiser Talks of Cholera. 

In discussing cholera in other provinces 
Dr. Heiser says: 

“This disease is at present confined to 
theS provinces of Laguna, Cavite, Buwa- 
caniand Pampang4. Ia Tanauan. Batan- 
gus, after the occurrence of seven cases 
and four deaths it has been eradicated;

To Perfect McMichael Law. 

Mr. Bowden; of Monroe, introduced a 
bill to cure the constitutional defects in 
the McMichael tax act, as pointed 
out in the ision of the supreme court 
handed down on Monday. 

The bi!l provides that the act be amend- 
ed so that all property alike, 
both natural and artificial persons, shall 
be subject to the tax, railroad property 
returned to the comptroller general 
the state being made subject to its pro- 
visions. The bill also provides that in 
such counties as have not already 
so, the board of education or county 
schaol boards shall at once proceed t 
lay @ach county off in districts as pro- 
vided by the original act.

Experiments Are Being Made by Dr. 
H. W. Wiley. 
Washington, July 3.—Dr. H. W. Wiley. 
chief of the bureau of chemistry of the 
department of agriculture, today had put 
into cOld storage i150 broilers, which fis 
the first step toward an investigation of 
the effect of cold storage on food prod- 
ucts. Half of the broilers were drawn 
and half unknown. They will be taken 
out from time to time within the next 
five or six months, cooked and tried, 
The department has completed an in- 
vestigation of the effect of freezing upon 
fruit. It has been disclosed that cold 
storage continues to improve all kinds of 
fruit for the first four or five months, 
but when it reaches perfection it de- 
terlorates rapidly. Dr. Wiley believes he 
can secure just as accurate information 
concerning meat and all other food prod- 
ucts.

WHEAT. MARKET 
OPENED WEAK 


Due Chiefly fo Favorable Weather 
Conditions Over Belt 


A Report by a Chicago Crop Expert 
That the Spring Wheat Crop 
Had Deteriorated in the 
Last Month Caused 
Firmness. 


Chicago, July 3$.—Deterioration in the 
condition of spring wheat as shown in a 
report made by @ local crop expert was 
chiefly responsible for a firm close in 
the local wheat market today. Final 
quotations, however, on the September 
option were practically unchanged. Corn 
was unchanged. Oats showed a gain of 
%@%c. Provisions were up 2% to 20@22%c 

Early in the day the market wag in- 
clined to be weak on free selling by pit 
traders who were influenced by the fa- 
vorable weather conditions, there being 
no rain in either the southwest or north- 
west. Liberal acceptances of bidg sen. 
vul. by cash houses caused additional 
selling. Toward the noon hour a report 
Was given out by a Chicago crop expert 
that during the last month the spring 
wheat crop had deteriorated 6 points be- 
cause of excessive maisture. After the 
publication of this report shorts were 
active bidders and there was good buy- 
ing by commission houses. Otherwise the 
market was somewhat nervous, the un- 
dertone being firm and prices Made an 
advance of 4c from the lowest. Septeme 
ber opened a shade lower to a shade 
higher at 80%@60\%c, sold off to 79%c, 
advanced to w0%qs0%c and closed tirm 
at 80i,c. 

Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equa] to-87,600 bushels. The world’s vis- 
ible supply as shown by Bradstreet’s de- 
creased 2,500,000. Primary receipts were 
285,000 bushels, against a holiday one 
year ago. Minneapolis, Duluth and Chica- 
go reported receipts of 248 cars, against 
174 last wek and a holiday last year.
